Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  17th  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Kirkburton  Urban  District  and  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  1964. 

The  report  ho„s  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Following  usual  custom,  Ur.  E. 
Stansfield,  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  prepared 
Sections  III,  IV  and  V,  which  deal  Vvdth  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Area.,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  f Food. 

These  Sections  constitute  his  Annual  Report  for  the  year. 

According  to  the  Registrar-General,  the  population  of  the 
district  at  mid-1963  was  18,530,  or  290  more  than  at  mid-1962. 

The  number  of  deaths  exceeded  the  number  of  births  by  59  > this 
being  due  to  the  large  numb  r of  deaths  of  elderly  persons  in 
Storthes  Hall  Hospital  and  St.  Luke's  Wing,  many  of  whom  were  not 
true  residents  of  the  district  but  are  classed  e.s  such  after  six 
months  residence  in  either  of  these  hospitals. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  with  schemes  for  the  provision 
of  better  facilities  for  deeding  with  sewage  in  various  parts  of 
the  district. 

Unfit  houses  are  continuing  to  be  dealt  with  in  accordance 
with  the  programme  which  was  approved  in  1955  and  it  is  satisfactory 
to  relate  that  the  provision  of  new  houses,  particularly  by 
private  enterprise,  more  than  keeps  pace  with  the  unfit  houses 
which  arc  closed  for  demolition. 

In  accordance  with  usual  custom,  particulars  are  given  in 
Part  VII  of  this  Report  on  the  services  provided  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  as  the  local  Health  and  Welfare  Authority. 

In  concluding  this  short  introduction,  may  I once  again  thank 
you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and 
encouragement  you  have  given  the  Staff  of  the  Department  during  the 
year.  I also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
received  from  the  Clerk  and  other  chief  officials  of  the  Council. 

In  particular,  my  thanks  are  due  to  your  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  Stansfield,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Holt,  for  their 
valuable  assistance  throughout  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

STAFF 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  Deputy  are  part-time 
officers  of  the  Council,  hut  are  engaged  whole-time  on  public 
health  work.  In  addition,  the  staff  consists  of  a full-time 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  an  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  a male  clerk.  The  department  also  has  the  joint 
services  of  the  junior  clerks  for  special  typing  work. 

LABORATORY  SERVICES 

This  is  available  at  the  Wakefield  Laboratory  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


For  accident  and  general  cases,  this  is  provided  by  the 
West  Riding  Council  Council.  Infectious  cases  are  removed  by 
the  ambulance  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  to  which 
the  patient  is  removed. 

HOME  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY 


Two  Home  Nurse/Midwives  are  employed  by  the  County  Council 
and  are  resident  at  Lepton.  Parts  of  the  district  are  also 
served  by  a Nurse/Midwife  resident  at  Stocksnoor.  A part-time 
Hone  Nurse  is  resident  at  Kirkheaton.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Mr.  E.  Stansfield,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports 

The  principal  sources  of  piped  water  are  the  undertakings  of  the 
Huddersfield  Corporation  and  the  Dewsbury  A Heckmondwike  Joint  Water 
Works  Board. 

The  Huddersfield  supply  serves  Kirkburton,  Kirkheaton,  Lepton, 
Shelley,  Shepley  and  Thurstonland  and  Farnley  Tyas  Wards,  the  supply 
being  distributed  by  the  Huddersfield  Corporation.  All  the  water  is 
filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the  Corporation's  Waterworks  before 
distribution,  and  4>930  houses  have  a direct  supply  from  the 
Corporation's  mains.  The  supply  appears  to  have  been  adequate  to 
most  parts  of  the  district  throughout  the  year  except  at  Stocksmoor, 
where  variations  of  pressure  have  resulted  in  a general  shortage. 

The  Corporation  are  preparing  a scheme  for  dealing  with  this  shortage. 
Work  of  main  scraping  resulted  in  discolouration  of  the  supply  to 
most  parts  of  the  area.  Three  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Two  of  the  samples  proved  doubtful,  but  repeat  samples 
taken  from  the  same  premises  by  the  Corporation  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  the  cause  of  the  contaminations  was  not  determined. 

The  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  supply  serves  637  houses  in  the 
Flockton  and  Whitley  Upper  Wards,  the  water  being  purchased  in  bulk 
and  distributed  by  the  Council.  The  unfiltered  water,  after 
chlorination  by  the  Water  Works  Board,  is  received  into  a covered 
tank,  and  pumped  to  a storage  reservoir  having  a capacity  of 
approximately  250,000  gallons.  The  disused  90,000  gallon  tank 
is  available  for  emergency  use.  A general  shortage  in  the 
Grange  Moor  Ward  has  become  progressively  worse,  and  the  Council 
resolved  to  carry  out  main  scraping  works  in  1964  in  an  effort 
to  alleviate  this  shortage. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  5 houses  are  supplied  direct  by  the 
Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Joint  Waterworks  Board,  and  3 by  Denby 
Dale  Urban  District  Council. 

One  sample  taken  during  the  year  of  a Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike 
public  supply  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  79  houses  ( 70  in  Thurstonland  and  Farnley 
Tyas,  7 in  Shepley,  1 in  Shelly  and  1 in  Whitley  Upper)  were  known 
to  have  piped  supply  from  private  sources,  whilst  22  houses  ( 5 
in  Kirkheaton,  6 in  Shepley,  5 in  Shelley  and  6 in  Thurstonland  and 
Farnley  Tyas)  depend  on  wells  and  springs  for  their  supply.  Seven 
houses  were  connected  to  the  Corporation  mains  during  the  year. 

During  the  year,  9 samples  of  5 private  water  supplies  were 
taken  of  which  3 were  reported  as  unsatisfactory  and  2 doubtful. 

One  sample  of  the  Farnley  Tyas  private  piped  supply  which  serves 
36  houses  and  a number  of  farms,  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

This  supply  is  now  being  chlorinated. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SET.?ERAGE 

There  are  7 Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  district,  these 
being  at  Flockton,  Kirkburton,  Kirkheaton,  Lepton,  Whitley  Upper 
(two  works)  and  Roydhouse  Shelley.  The  Kirkburton  works  serve 
Thurstonland  and  Farnley  Tyas,  Shelley,  Shepley  and  Kirkburton, 
whilst  the  others  serve  only  the  Wards  in  which  they  are  situated. 
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The  septic  tank  at  Roydhouse  is  being  replaced  by  a satisfactory 
disposal  unit.  VJork  nas  been  held  up  for  the  greater  part  of  19o3  but 
it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  completed  early  in  1964,. 

No  major  improvements  were  carried  out  at  any  of  the  works. 

In  addition  to  the  aoove  works,  the  Council  own  some  seotic  tanks 
mostly  receiving  sink  waste  drainage.  Some  of  these  tanks  are"  inadequate 


ihe  majority  of  the  built-up  areas  are  sewered,  but  there  are 
several  areas  which  still  require  sewering  and  parts  of  the  area  where 
there  is  need  for  improvement.  In  1954,  the  Council  agreed  upon  a 
scheme  for  carrying  out  necessary  works  during  a period  of  10  years. 

This  scheme  provided  for  the  laying  of  extensive  lengths  of  sewers 
through  unpopulated  areas,  and  discharging  to  existing  sewage  works,  but 
during  the  latter  part  of  1958,  the  Council  decided  to  modify  the  scheme 
y installing  small  disposal  works  to  facilitate  the  sewering  of  small 
groups  of  properties  as  economically  as  possible.  This  modified  scheme 
was  not  favoured  by  the  River  Ouse  Catchment  Board,  so  the  Council 
resolved  to  prepare  schemes  for  two  major  sewer  extensions,  the  draft 
proposals  for  which  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  toward  the  end  of  I960. 
Outline  schemes  have  been  approved  by  the  County  Council  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  details  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  1964.  A 
further  scheme  for  sewering  Town  End  and  Lydgate,  Lepton  received 
Ministry  approval  during  the  year  and  work  is  likely  to  be  commenced  early 
in  1964. 


■j'he  new  Surface  Water  Sewer  to  deal  with  surcharging  of  the  sewer 
in  the  Highgate  Lane  area  of  Lepton  Ward  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 


During  the  year  the  Council  have  agreed  in  principal  with  the 
Huddersiield  Corporation  for  the  sewage  from  Kirkheaton,  Eepton,  Kirkburton, 
Shelley,  Shepley,  Thurstonland,  Stocksmoor  and  Farnley  Tyas  to  be  taken 
into  their  new  disposal  works. 

x he  Corporation  are  in  the  process  of  laying  a new  sewer  from  their 
works  to  the  Huddersfield  boundary  at  Fenay  Bridge,  and  the  Urban  District 
Council  will  extend  this  Southwards  as  far  as  Spring  Grove,  Kirkburton. 

It  is  expected  that  eventually  the  disposal  works  at  Kirkheaton, 
Tandem,  Stubbings  and  Dogley  will  be  abandoned. 

The  total  number  of  houses  where  sink  water  drainage  and  a small 
number  of  W.C»s  are  not  discharging  to  properly  constructed  sewers  ±3  924. 
This  includes  condemned  houses  which  have  not  yet  been  demolished. 

The  only  sewer  extension  carried  out  during  1963  was  100  yards 
of  6 inch,  sewer  at  Barnsley  Road,  Flockton  Green.

In  addition,  there  is  a Cesspool  at  Flockton  to  which  four  W.C’s 
at  a caravan  site  are  connected.  There  are  43  sumps  which  are  known 
to  receive  drainage  from  agricultural  and  other  non-domestic  premises 
in  addition  to  which  there  are  a number  of  sumps  where  the  farm 
dwellings  or  part  of  the  farm  buildings  drain  to  the  sewer. 


RIVERS  AND  STKBAI-S 

The  major  pollution  of  watercourses  is  from  464  houses  which 
discharge  direct  to  streams  or  via  surface  water  sewers.  In 
addition  to  such  sink  waste  pollution,  there  may  be  a small  amount 
of  pollution  from  overflows  or  effluents  from  domestic  sewerage 
plants,  or  from  the  combination  of  subsoil  water  draining 
to  the  watercourses. 

There  is  little  pollution  of  watercourses  from  industrial 
premises.  A number  of  agreements  have  been  entered  into  between 
the  Council  and  various  industrial  undertakings  for  treatment 
of  trade  waste  at  the  Councils  Sewerage  Works. 
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GL0S5T  ACCOMMODATION 


The  closet  accommodation  provided  for  many  of  the  houses  and  other 
premises  is  very  unsatisfactory.  There  are  in  the  district  5,859 
closets  of  which  570  or  9,7%  are  of  the  privy  midden  type.  In  addition 
there  are  98  pail  or  chemical  closets.  Of  the  663  privies,  pail  closets 
etc. , 121  are  used  in  connection  with  159  premises  which  are  situated 
within  100  feet  of,  or  are  connected  to,  existing  sewers,  and  thus  could 
be  converted  under  the  provision  of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
1936.  This  figure,  however,  includes  85  properties  which  are  subject 
to  Demolition,  Clearance  or  Closing  Orders,  or  are  scheduled  for  action 
under  the  Slum  Clearance  programme. 

During  the  year  23  water  closets  were  provided  in  substitution  for 
19  privies  and  pail  closets,  2 of  the  substitutions  being  the  result 
of  Statutory  Action  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  A 

further  21  water  closets  were  provided  to  replace  21  privies  and  pails 
of  houses  improved  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act.  In 

addition  77  Water  Closets  were  provided  for  new  houses. 

In  an  effort  to  encourage  owners  to  substitute  water  closets  for 
privies,  the  Council  give  a grant  of  £18  for  each  closet  conversion 
(plus  a free  dustbin  to  each  of  the  houses  affected) .

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  emptying  of  privies  and  pail  closets,  and  the  collection  of 
household  refuse,  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  throughout  the  district, 
the  whole  of  the  work  being  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Of  the  5776  occupied  houses  in  the  district,  4975  are  provided 
with  dustbins  or  paper  sacks.  The  equivalent  of  100  bin  loads  of 
refuse  ( excluding  papers)'  is  removed  each  period  of  emptying  from 
trade  premises,  and  l6o  bins  are  in  use  at  Storthes  Hall  Hospital. 

As  most  of.  this  could  be  classed  as  house  refuse,  no  charge  is  made  for 
its  collection. 

Two  Harrier  Bantam  7 cubic  yard  refuse  collecting  vehicles  and 
a 17  cu.  yd*  Fore  and  aft  Tipper,  are  employed  full-time  on  the  work 
of  refuse  collection  ( dustbins)  and  emptying  pail  closets.  A 
further  7 cubic  yard. vehicle  is  employed  half-time  on  dustbin  emptying 
and  half-time  on  emptying  privies,  and  a 2 cubic  yard  vehicle  is 
employed  in  the  emptying  of  privy  closets. 

During  the  year  the  Council  introduced  a pilot  scheme  for  use  of 
paper  bags  at  680  houses  in  the  Kirkburton  Ward. 

The  frequency -of  dustbin  emptying  in  most  of  the  district  has 
varied  during  the  year  between  8 and  12  days . A weekly  service  has 

been  maintained  in  the  Flockton,  Grange  Moor  and  Farnley  Tyas  Wards 
and  the  portion  of  Kirkburton  served  by  paper  bags.  The  refuse  from 
Storthes  Hall  has  been  removed  twice  each  week.  The  frequency  of 
privy  emptying  has  varied  between  3jt  and  5 weeks. 

The  responsibility  of  emptying  cesspools  remains  that  of  the 
owners  or  occupiers,  as  the  Council  has  not  formally  undertaken  the 
emptying  of  cesspools  under  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936, 
but  the  Council  carry  out  emptying  on  behalf  of  owners  or  occupiers  and 
charge  £2.  10.  0 per  emptying.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 

were  considering. introducing  a quarterly  system  of  emptying  at  a 
charge  of  £5.  0.  0.  per  annum. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  whole  of  the  domestic  refuse  ( including  refuse  from  pail  and 
privy  closets)  is  disposed  of  on  Tips  at  Kirkheaton,  Thunder bridge. 

Grange  Moor  and  Farnley  Tyas.  •

As  the  Food  & Drugs  Authority  for  the  area,  the  Vfest  Riding  County 
Council  undertake  the  sampling  duties  aimed  at  preventing  the  adulter- 
ation  of  food. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  who  reports  that  during  the  year,  26  milk  samples 
and  11  samples  of  other  foods  were  taken  all  of  which  were  found  to  be 
genuine.

Since  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  cameinto  operation  on  the  1st  Jan- 
uary 1956,  the  majority  of  the  food  premises  have  been  inspected.  In 
most  cases  the  occupiers  were  informed  of  contraventions  of  the  Regulations, 
and  improvements  have  been  completed  at  139  premises  at  the  end  of  1963, 

11  having  been  completed  during  the  year. 

Since  the  Council  adopted  Section  76  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951,  in  I960,  63  hawkers  of  food  and  7 
food  premises  have  been  conditionally  registered,  no  further  applications 
being  received  during  1963. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  during  the  year. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 


Mest  of  the  meat  sold  in  the  area  is  obtained  from  outside  the 
district.

Scarlet  Fever; 

During  the  year,  one  case  was  notified,  this  being  in  June. 

The  patient  was  aged  6 and  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough; 

Five  cases  were  notified,  4 in  September  and  one  in  November. 
Of  these  cases,  3 were  aged  1-5  years  of  age  and  2 were  aged 
5-15  years. 


Measles i 

A total  of  126  cases  wore  notified,  30  in  January,  15  in 
February,  4 in  March,  16  in  April,  45  in  May,  13  in  June  and  3 
in  July.  Of  these  cases,  4 were  aged  under  one  year,  78  were  aged 
1-5  years,  42  were  aged  5-15  years  and  2 were  aged  l6  years. 


Pneumonia; 


One  case  of  pneumonia  was  notified  in  March.  The  patient  was 
aged  29  years. 


Dysentery; 


One  case  of  dysentery  was  notified  in  June,  the  patient  being 
aged  36  years  and  resident  at  Storthes  Hall  Hospital. 


Paratyphoid  Fever; 


One  case  was  notified  in  June.  The  patient  was  aged  14  years 
and  was  admitted  to  Leeds  Road  Isolation  Hospital,  Bradford.  She 
had  attended  a Camp  School  between  the  22nd  April  and  the  24th 
May,  1963,  and  it  was  here  that  she  had  become  infected. 


Tuberculosis]* 

Four  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (3  pulmonary,  1 noil-pulmonary) , 
were  entered  in  the  Register  during  the  year,  but  12  cases,  (10 
pulmonary,  2 non-pulmonary)  were  removed.
